Putlier, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, will tell them, the 
gold ancdollar reserves of 
the -eterling aren are liable 
to sink to the dangerously 
low level of £1,600 million, 
by mext September, half the 
amoum -—- some £3,269 mil- 
lion of last September. If 
that happened. confidence im 
‘he value of sterling might 
fall so low in the world at 
large that there would be fio 
alternativo but for Britain to 
devalue the pound again — 
not, this time, in the hope 
that it would boos: exports 
and save the situation, but 
because, quite simply, there 
would be nothing else to cb. 

The British Chancellor's 
main appeal will be to India, 
Pakistan, South Africa and 
New Zealand. Canada, being 
outside the sterling area, is 
no: involved, and Australia 
has already embarked on a 
drastic new policy of economic 
disinflation 

Mr. Butler will be careful 
to point out that his appeal 
is not an appeal to beil oul 
Britain. This time UW is not 
only Britain who has a dollar 
deficit. It is the whole ster- 
ling area which is in debt, not 
enly to dollar countries bul 
to the world at large. And 
if the complex machinery of 
the sterling area were to 
crack up. it would not only 
be Britain who would suffer. 

At the last Finance Min- 
isters’ conference of this kind, 
in July, 1949. Commonwealth 
countries agreed with Sir 
Stafford Cripps to their 
imports by roughly 25 
per cent, Singe then, follow- 
ing the dearness of dollar 
imports after devaluation and 
the impact of the Korean War. 
little remains of these cuts 
Britain. however. will argue 
that she at least has done 
more than most to keep to 
them: and that though the 
total cost of her dollar imports 
has edged upwards, the 
volume has been held down 
The only exception made by 
Britain has been for wheat 
and other staple foods and 
raw materials needed to build 
up strategic stockpiles. Even 
these, under Mr Butler's 
direction, have now been stop- 
ped.

The November returns of 
the European Payments Union, 
due out in a few days’. time, 
are expected to give point to 
Britain's appeal to the Com- 
monwealth to buy less from 
Europe. The sterling accoun-: 
with FPU is expected to show 
a further deficit. and more 
goid will haye to be paid in 
to the Union from the sterl- 
ing area reserves. This deficit 
is emphatically not only of 
Britain's making. High prices 
for Commonwealth imports 
have been roughly unchanged 
Some of these imports are of 
machinery and other develop- 
ment goods. Dut many are of 
Evropean ‘luxuries’ and con- 
sumer goods — the equivalent 
of tinned French hams whic’ 
Britain has now stopped buy- 
ing 

Official circies in London are 
not unhopeful that the Finance 
Ministers will manage to reach 
agreement. Retween them, 
thev have to save only some 
1300 to £400 million a year, 
and this is only a fraction of 
the total sterling area trade 
with the outside world Se- 
condly. the threat to the unit;

It was a great ioss to all
